over $300.00 can be paid to any man, 
no m atter what the length of serv­ 
ice was. 
To the 130 odd service men in Ar­ 
lington Heights, and alike in other 
towns, this bonus is a much needed 
lift. 
Many have married since leav­ 
ing the service and we doubt, but what 
the money received will be used in 
a\yise manner. 
Many have suffered from army 
service, and are now paying doctor 
bills or have delayed the marriage 
duer to the fact that they were not 
earning money while in service, and 
after service arrived home to find the 
country in a period of “no work.”

They did this by building bonfires on 
hilltops in honor of the sun, as in 
those days the people worshipped the 
sun, as well as spirits that were sup­ 
posed to dwell in trees, rivers, stones 
etc. 
The strange priests of that age, the 
Druids, were dressed in white robes. 
On the highest hill tops they kept a 
sacred fire burning all the year. The 
people thought this protected them 
against the evil spirits. 
On this night the priests extin­ 
guished this fire, then the evil spirits 
were supposed to do as they pleased. 
Later, when Christianity came to 
these countries, the Druids disap­ 
peared, but ancient customs were still 
held 
dear. 
The 
Roman 
church 
changed the Druid Harvest festival 
to that of “All Saints” or All Hallows. 
Halloween today has lost its digni­ 
ty. 
Many clung to the superstitions 
as late as the 17th century, and some 
even to this day give evidence of their 
faith in some of the old superstitions 
associated with this day, and we can 
readily understand that the dressing 
in w'hite ghostlike robes, imitating the 
dress of the Druid priests, also the 
building of bonfires on this night, 
are remnants of the festival of past 
centuries.
